Mr. Dur- 
ham said tothe Presitlent that thé Atlanta 
had teen purposely sent. out of the harbor 
for two or three days that a settlement 
might be madein a friendly spirit without 
the appearance of coercion. 

The position of the Unigec States must not 
be misunderstood. A graveinjury had been 
done to an American citizen. He had been 
hefl in a filthy prison fortwenty days with- 
out interrogation, although the law of Hayti 
guarantees prisoners a hearing within forty- 
eight hours. 

Mr. Durham declined to discuss the ques- 
tion.of Mr. Mevs’ guilt or Innocence, the As- 
sistant Commissaire having in open court ad- 
mitted the prisoner’s innocence and re- 
quested his discharge.

The Panama affair is a great 
scandal, but all great banks’ and 
industrial enterprises are In‘much the same 
condition, only the. turpitude is hidden more 
deeply. The Panama exposures will help to 
enlighten the country, §mall agricuiturists, 
their eyes opened to the dishonesty of their 
Deputies, will recognize that it is only our 
party that can promise something apprecia- 
bie, while asking nothing in return.’ In one 
sense the occasion has come with inconven- 
lent suddenness. The pear has ripened too 
quickly and events ‘find us in rather 
an unprepared condition. The Socialist 
ranks are not fully equipped for the coming 
elections. If we had a personal policy suffic- 
ing for the present hour, if we had money 
like the opportunists and reactionists, we 
wouki be certain to secure a majority of the 
next Chamber of.

PUNISH THE RASCALS. 


The initial object of*the investigation 
into the Congressional election in the 
Eleventh District is to determine which of 
the candidates is entitled to the seat in the 
House. Thatis important in the interest 
of justice, but in the interest of the purity 
6f politics and honest elections there is 
another phase of theinvestigation which 
is even more important and is of far wider 
scope and influence. This is the discovery 
of the crimes which may have been com- 
mitted in the election and the punishment 
of the criminals. 

That gross irregularities in the work of 
receiving and counting the ballots were 
committed by judges~and clerks has been 
clearly demonstrated. The indications 
now are that these irregularities affect suf- 
ficient ballots to reverse the result of the 
official count and show a majority for 
Congressman O’Neill. But evidence point- 
ing to something worse than mere irregu- 
larities has been*brought to light. There 
are strong indications of corrupt practices 
and frauds which required for consumma- 
tion the connivance or actual co-operation 
of sworn election officials. 

Laws to protect the purity of the ballot 
box are worthless if they can be assailed 
with impunity through officials charged 
under oath with guarding them, or if 
proof of frauds perpetrated by un- 
scrupulous politicians and their tools 
is not followed by punishment. Im- 
portant as the just determination 
of an election is it is as nothing compared 
with the enforcement ofthe lawsand the 
swiftand severe punishment of election 
offenders. 

The investigation of. the criminal side of 
the Eleventh District election is of the 
first importance. The Grand-jury may 
find ground for inquiry in the develop- 
ments of the contest. The election ras-

But what chiefly shocks and surprises 
these well bred journals is that such rude 
exhibitions should take place ina State 
shown to be intelligent by the statistics of 
illiteracy. They think that education has 
done little for people who violently try to 
interrupt the legitimate operations of po- 
litical bandits. And it must be confessed 
that they are not far wrong for the people 
of Kansas, and in fact all other Western 
States, quietly permitted the establish- 
ment of a public policy designed to foster 
the profession of plundering. Education 
did not do much for them at a time when it 
might have been of service in preventing a 
wrong. 

Nevertheless, even educated people make 
mistakes, and when hurt are apt to cry 
out, if not kick. The farmers of Kansas 
were culpably negligent in allowing a lot 
of Eastern monopolists to pluck them. 
But they have discovered their mistake 
and want to save the pin feathers, at least. 
May be their protest is not lawful, and 
certainly it is not well mannered, but men 
who are robbed are apt to object. violently, 
whether the robbery be legal or not, and 
perhaps treat the highwaymen and 
their supporters with discourtesy. This 
is exactly the situation in Kansas. 
The farmers have revolted against a system 
of taxation which was nothing else but 
legalized robbery and are determined, if 
possible, to prevent any more of it. They 
do wrong to resort to violent methods, but 
their conduct is perfectly natural. Educa- 
tion has nothing todo with the question, 
for education does not make men less 
manly or less bitter against wrong. The 
magwumps of the East should stop prating 
about law and order long enough to ask 
whether the law be a righteous one and 
whether wicked laws do not provoke 
‘wicked passions. Theconductof the Kan- 
sas Populists is not excusable, perhaps, 
but it can be easily explained.

OUT BY AGE. 


Ex-Gov. Francis Looks Like a Winner of 
One of the Place:—All the Fossibilities 
Discussei by a Democratic National 
Committeeman—Senrtorial Contests— 
General Folitical News. 


NEw York, Jan, 19.—If a Democratic na- 
tional committeeman who hada long talk 
with Mr. Cleveland within the last week 
speaks by the book great surprises are in 
store for those who have thought themselves 
experts at forecasting cabinets. The leader 
in question declared that the oldest man in 
the Cabinet would be John G. Carlisle, and 
he would be Secretary of the Treasury 
beyond peradventure. In other words, 
Mr, Cleveland, in choosing his 
little family of advisors, would select as far 
as possible comparitively young men. Sena- 
tor Carlisle is barely 58 years old. Should the 
rule be regarded rigidly some of the distin- 
guished men who have been named as proba- 
bilities as well as possibilities will have to be 
wiped offthe slate, Senator John T. Morgan 
of Alabama, for instance, who has been 
pressed for Secretary of State,is on the verge 
of70. J. Randolph Tucker, who, too, has 
been mentioned as a possible chief of the 
State Department, but more prominently 
for the Attorney - Genefralship, is 
almost as old as Senator . Morgan, 
Senator Ransom of North Carolina, who has 
been talked of fonSecretary of War, is only 
two years younger than Senator. Morgan. 
Hilary A. Herbert of Alabama, the favorite 
of Southern Democrats for Secretary of the 
Navy, seems to be so doubtfulas to his age 
as notto have it inserted in the Congres- 
sional Directory. Heis said to be consider- 
ably in advance of Carlisle in years. Con- 
gressman James H. Blount of Georgia, 
whose friends are anxious he should be 
somewhere in the Cabinet, is two years 
younger than Carlisle, and ifany advantage 
is to be gained in this regard he stands a bet- 
ter chance of appointment than his compet- 
itors in the South,

He never wholly forgave Mills 
until last summer, when Mills went to Paris 
and madeaspeecn. It wasa masterful de- 
fense of Democratic principles. He exposed 
the fallacies of the People’s party and held 
its leaders uptoscorn and contempt.

‘*The late Gen. Butler was not a _ favorite 
in New Orleans during the war,’’ said a 
gentleman from that city,’’ but this 
was not solely because of what 
we regarded as his oppression.

When the list was complete out came 
another procilamation,declaring the slaves of 
the foreigners free on the grounds that the 
laws of the countries the protection of which 
they claimed did not allow them to hold 
slaves. ‘Iihis might not have been good law, 
but Butler knew perfectly well that neither 
England nor France would make trouble be- 
cause neyroes were set free. The Americans 
who haa so blindly walked into the trap laid 
for them were wild with fury, but Dy their 
own act were estopped from legal com- 
plaint.’’

The most adroit and effective service 
Prentice and his paper ever gave to any 
cause was rendered in keeping Kentucky 
true to the Union when the secession 
craze swept over the South. The secession- 
ists of that State believe to this day that 
they would have carried Kentucky out 
with Virginia and made her as 
much the battle ground between 
the two sections in the West, as Virginia 
in the East, if they could have enlisted 
Prentice and his paper, as they did his 
sons, on their side. ‘Some of them even 
think that, with Prentice’s assistance in 
keeping Kentucky on the side of her 
mother State, they could have settled the 
sectional controversy without war, or 
made the war very different from what it 
becgme. 

In taking the course he did Prentice 
parted with many of his oldest and most 
influential political friends, as well as 
with those who were nearest and dearest 
tohim. Histwo sons, the only children 
he had, were both among the first to take 
up arms for the South. Courtland Prentice 
was a captain in Morgan’s command and 
was killed at Augusta, Ky., in September, 
1862. At the end of the war Clarence 
Prentice was a Confederate Colonel, and 
his father was a salaried newspaper 
writer, with nothing he could call his own 
but a paid-up life insurance for $10,000,

BERLIN BUDGET. 


CHOLERA AGAIN ASSUMES SERIOUS PROPOR" 
TIONS IN GERMANY. 

BERLIN, Jan. 19.—Since the outbreak of 
cholera in the Nelitieben Lunatic Asylum 
twenty-eight persons have been stricken 
with the disease. The paper adds that the 
disease is pronounced to be true. Asiatic 
cholera. In the lunatic asylum at Halle seven 
more deaths from cholera have occured. 
Impure water is the cause. 

Three more negroes belonging tothe crew 
of the German steamer Gretchen Bohlen, 
from Grand Popo, Africa, have been seized 
with cholera at Hamburg. 

The powers are reported to be negotiating 
for an international conference to be held 
next spring for the purpose of deciding upon 
united action against cholera next summer. 

The Reichstag has approved the proposal of 
Herr Ackerman (Conservative) supported by 
the Center, extending certain privileges to 
trades’ unions an! authorizing to issue 
workmen’s certificates of capability. 

During the course of the debate in the 
Reichstag yesterday on the army bill Chan- 
cellor Von Caprivi reiterated that Germany 
was notstrong enough to carry on a war on 
two frontiers. The Federal Governments, he 
said, could under no circumstances agree to 
the retention of the two-years’ clause alone. 

Baron Hammersiein, Conservative, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the bill was justi- 
fied. Herr Hintze of the Freissinnice party 
said that his party had no desire for any con- 
filct, and that ifthe Government adhered to 
its demands those demands would have to be 
granted.

DEPARTMENT OF LABOR TO BE CREATED—NOTES

the cost, 

THE COMPANIES’ ADVANTAGE. 

The Stone billallows the Board of Public 
Improvements to decide which companies 
shall be exempt fromthe operations of the 
law. it seems at present that in view of the 
contract the board will not force the electric 
cumpanies to go into conduits. 

So it seems likely that the only companies 
that will be compelled to go under ground 
under the provisions of the law will be the 
Bell Telephohe Co. and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. and Supt. Baker and Manager 
Durant are going to make use of this appear- 
ance of unfairness to the utmost in arguing 
with legislutors, Senator Stone has tried to 
meet this danger to the bill by asserting that 
the city, when the bill went into operation, 
would put theelectric wires under ground 
and pay itsshare, butno city officials have 
so far come to his support.

NOT WESTERN UNION POLES. 

Col. L. C. Baker, Superintendent of the 
Western Union Telegraph CO., says, in sup- 
port of the argument that it will not profit 
Bt. Lotis to put the telegraph and telephone 
wires underground and leave the electric 
wires standing 

**Just take thowe pictures of the wires on the 
streets published inthe last SUNDAY Post- 
DISPATCH. Look at that mass of wires and 
cables on Fourth and Pine. Several cross 
bars «n heavy poles and overa hundred 
wires onthem, \ ell, take the telegraph and 
telephone wires off ‘and put them under 
vround. Do you think the pole end the ugil- 
ness are gone? Not By any means. You 
will have« removed only two or three of 
the cross arms. The rest of the cross armsand 
the poles belong tathe eleciric companies, 
and they are to stay* above ground. Ur take 
Olive street and all those wires and pies. 
Do you know what they are? ‘elegrap! an‘ 
telephone apparatus? No, sir. klectric 
lehting. All of them. The Western Union 
hasn’ta wire on Olive strees except where 
it comes into the Exposition building. If 
the Stone bil passes all those Olive 
street wires ana poles will Stay, for the city 
officers say that they do not beileve the ci ty 
can afford to pay its share of the conduits for 
the electric companies.’ 

DANGEROUS TROLLEY WIRES.
